FRANKFORT (Ky.,) Feb. 2.—The 
first clash between the executive and 
judiciary powers of the State oc- 
curred today. A still greater clash is 
imminent tomorrow, and beyond the 
possibilities of tomorrow lies a sea 
with skies so lowering and of so stormy 
an aspect that no politician of either 


party can predict where it will carry’ 


the Kentucky ship of state. There 
can be no longer any concealment of 


| the fact that affairs in this State are 


bordering upon a conflict in arms, and 
the beginning of the crisis is ‘at hand. 

The clash of today came when an 
officer of the Circuit Court of Franklin 
county .was arrested by the military 
while attempting to serve notice of a 
legal proceeding upon Gov. Taylor. 
The clash of tomorrow may come when 
the officers of that court attempt te 
enforce 
Judge. Behind this Judge the Deme- 
crats will have tomorrow forthe frst 
time an active executive 


whose orders the troops now encamped 
around the Capitol building are bound 
to obey. If they decline to obey the 
new Adjutant-General, the Democrats 
claim he will have the power to or- 
ganize military forces of his own and 
proceed against all people who defy 
the authority of his office, and that 


of the Governor of the State, whom : 


he represents. 


On the other hand, the Republicans — 


are fixed in their attitude that there 
is an insurrection in the State; that 
Beckham and his actions, his Adjutant- 
General and his orders are those of 
people acting in opposition to law, 
They believe that they alone are in 
the right, and as there can be but one 
right and all else wrong, those who 
show resistance to the proclamations 
of Gov. Taylor are in rebellion against 
the commonwealth. They will  re- 
sist any attempt of any kind to re- 
move them from their position aroun 
the Capitol, resisting force with force, 
and that means civil war. fs 
The first clash of today came when 
Alonzo Walker, a stenographer em- 
ployed by the Democratic attorneys, 
was placed under arrest in the Cap- 
itol grounds charged with conduct 
tending to incite mutiny and riot. The 
conduct consisted of pinning to the door 
of the private office of Gov. Taylor a 


notice that tomorrow morning the Dem-. 
ocratic attorneys would appear beforg- 


Judge Cantrill of the Circuit Court and 
ask for an injunction restraining Gov. 
Taylor from all interference with the: 
movements of the Legislature and from 
his announced attempt to remove it to 
London in this State. Walker was at 
once taken into custody by orders of 
Col. Roger Williams, the comma 
officer of the troops now gathe 
around the Capitol. 

Tomorrow the injunction will be 
asked, and there is no doubt that it 
will beg ranted. Judge Cantril! has the 


reputation of being a man who will at- ° 


tempt by all means in his power to en- 
force the rulings handed down from his 
bench. He will most certainly use’ all 
the power in his hands to secure the 
operation of his injunction. It is equally 
certain that the Republicans will pay 
no attention to Judge Cantril] or his 
writs. The Democrats ciaim that the 
action of the Republicans in arrest- 
ing Walker whfle he was attempting 
to carry out the orders of the court 
has placed t in contempt of court, 
and they will make all of the point 
that is possible. . 

The Democratic members of the Leg- 
islature today effected a regular er- 
ganization for the first time since the 
swearing in of Gov. Goebel. A secret 
session of the members of both houses 
was held in one of the parlors of the 
Capitol Hotel, at which the election of 
Goebel as Governor and Beckham as 
Lieutenant-Governor was reaffirmed, 
first in separate sessions of the House 
and Senate, and afterward in joint 
session. Preceding this action the mem. 
bers of the Senate elected as president 
pro tem. Senator Carter, who was nom- 
inated for that position at yesterday's 
caucus. A committee of the members 
of the House, comvosed of Representa- 
tives Finn, Lafferty and Cochran, was 
also appointed to draw up a. set of 
resolutions, showing the condition of 
affairs as it exists at the State Capi- 
tal today, and covering thoroughly the 
Democratic side of the controversy. 
These resolutions will be formally pre- 
ented at the next session of the Dem- 
oecratic members of the Legislature, to 
be held Monday. 

The session, which lasted for nearly 
two hours, was kept as secret as poss{- 
ble, for fear of possible interference. 
No further sessions will be held until 
Monday, adjournment being taken un- 
til that time, afld probably no further 
attempt will be made tto hold sessions 


in the Statehouse. After ratifying 
their former action im regard to the 
Governorship and Lieutenant-Gov- 


ernorship, considerable discussion took 
place as to the plan of action to be

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taken in regard to the session of the 
Legisiature called by Gov. Taylor at 
Tandon next Tuesday. Though none 
of those who attended the caucus cared 
to discuss the matter, it seemed to be 
well understood among the Democratic 
members of the Legislature that the 
session at London will be ignored .al- 
together by them, and that no Demo- 
crat will attend “unless compelled to 
do so." 

It was practically decided that no 
more formal demands will be made to 
hold sessions of the Legislature in the 
Statehouse by the Democratic members 
ina y, who will, however, continue 
to hold sessions at some convenient 
place until the political atmosphere has 
cleared. This plan of action was de- 

ed on to forestall any attempt on 
the part of the Republicans to arrest 


' them and compel their attendance at 


London, 


which action, according to 
the Democratic members, has been de- 
termined on by Gov. Taylor. . 

If arrests are attempted no resistance 
will be made by the Democrats, either 
to afrest or to attending the session at 
London should they be arrested. It 
was determined that all acts of vio- 
lence should be avoided, ard that the 
battle for supremacy hereafter should 
be fought out in the courts. Neverthe-

transaction of their business, and have 


beeg™ met with a large military force 
actifg under the order of defendant, 
W.<8S. Taylor and his Adjutant-Gen- 
erak and prohibited from entering into 
either house for the purpose of 
chafging their duty. They further 
state that with a view to transacting 
pubic business so necessary to the 
pubfic interest and welfare of this

NATION WILL NOT INTERFERE. 
fA. P. DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—A delega- 
tion of Kentucky Democrats, consist- 
ding of Senator-elect Blackburn and 
Representatives Rhea, Wheeler, Smith, 
Allen and Gilbert, and Col. Phil Thomp- 
son, called on President McKinley to- 
day at the White House to protset 
against Federal interference in Ken- 
tucky. Senator Lindsay arrived soon 
after the delegation had been admitted, 
and was immediately ushered into the 
President’s private office, where the 
conference was in progress. Senator 
Blackburn and Representative Rhea 
acted as spokesmen. They explained 
their deep solicitude lest a collision 
should occur between the warring ele- 
ments in Kentucky, and made the fact 
that Gov. Taylor had solicited Federal 
intervention the text of their remarks. 
They ured the’President that the 
provisions of the Constitution of Ken- 
tucky had been strictly followed by 
the Democrats of Kentucky in the con- 
test for the oro a that 
they proposed to stand by f e law. 
The crisis that had arisen, they de- 
sired should be met in the courts and 
determined according to the law. The 
Democrats, they asserted, would ab- 
stain from violence. They simply de- 
sired a lawful and orderly settlement 

of the controversy. 

The President, in reply, expressed 
his great anxiety over the situation, 
his profoundest wish that violence 
should be averted, and that the contest 
should be legally decided. He assured 
the delegation that he deplored the sit- 
uation, and that Federal interference 
would come only as the last resort, 
after having been invoked by the 
proper authorities under the law and 
Constitution. 

After the Cabinet meeting the fol- 
lowing statement was made: The 
President and Cabinet decided that no 
case has yet risen to justify the inter- 
vention of the national government, 
and has so informed the Governor. 

Some significance may attach to the

Without exception the military critics 
regard with dismay the prospects of a 
renewal of the assauNs unless Gen.

“Gen. Buller’s retreat,” says the Cape 
Town correspondent of the Standard, 
“has resulted in a recrudescence of 
the treasonable talk here. The bitter 
feeling of the Dutch against the Brit- 
ish has possibly suggested the oppor- 
tunities of an organized attack on Sir 
Alfred Milner by the ministerial press, 
which has published an article, be- 
lieved to have been written by Mr. 
Merriman, Secretary of the Cape 
Treasury, demanding Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner’s recall.” 

The coming Congress of the Afrikan- 
derbund is expected to consider a res- 
olution expressing disapproval of “the 
policy which led up to the war,” urg- 
ing “peace on fair terms.” 

It is learned that the War Office in- 
tends to increase the regular army by 
fifteen battalions of infantry, adding 
these to the existing regiments.

Our government of the Philippines, 
the commission insists, must be 
adapted to the Filipinos. 

The commission discusses the system 
of government .by a protectorate and 
board over the Malahar Peninsula by 
Great Britain, deeming such a  pro- 
tectorate inadvisable. It has been in- 
stituted for the reason that England 
had no sovereignty there. The United 
States, which possesses sovereignty 
over the Philippines, needs not concern 
itself with such a scheme. 

The mass of the people, except in 
the Sulu group and some portione of 
Mindanao and Palawan, which are 
without chieftains or rulers, are with- 
out distinction of birth or rank; in 
other words, are a pure democracy. 
The kind of a protectorate which the 
insurgent leaders desired, the commis- 
sion says, is one under which the 
United States would assume ali respon- 
sibility for protecting the Philippine 
government against foreign aggression, 
while their own officials would collect 
the revenues. 

Under the chimerical scheme of 
protection cherished by Aguinaldo, if a 
foreigner lost his life or property 
through a miscarriage of justice in a 
Philippine court or in consequence of 
a Governor’e failure to suppress a riot, 
then the United States would be re- 
sponsible for indemnity to the foreign 
government without possessing the 
power of punishing the offenders or of 
preventing such mal-administration or 
of protecting itself against similar oc- 
currences in the future.. Nor could the 
liability to foreign nations be reduced 
without permitting them directly to 
eeek redrees and such a course would, 
it is to be feared, speedily lead to the 
appropriation of the Philippine Islands 
by the great powers, who would not 
need to seek far for pretexts for inter- 
vention. 

Undoubtedly the raising of the 
American flag in the Philippine Islands 
has entailed great responsibilities upon 
us, but to guarantee externa! protection 
while renouncing internal dominion is 
no way of escaping from them. On the 
contrary, while you pull dewn the flag, 
you only pile up difficulty. 

The example of Great Britain, which, 
the commission savs. has been pbril- 
liantly successful in governing de- 
pendent people, has suggested a colonial 
form’ of government, and this plan 
seeme to have won greater favor with 
the general public than any other. 
Therefore, the commission, with some 
care, goes into the different kinds of 
British colonies and corresponding 
types of civil government. 

‘There is no analogy,” says the com- 
“hetween the relations of the 
self-governing colony of Australia or of 
Canada to Great Britain, and that of 
the Philippine Islands to United 
States. Instead of the community of 
blood, race and language, there is the 
greatest diversity, and instead . of a 
common political experience, the one 
has always breathed the air of free-

| tana before the Senate Committee on 


Privileges and Elections today began 
the presentation of its side of the con- 
troversy. The first half of the day was 
given to three witnesses for the mem- 
morialists, after which Thomas T. 
Lyons, County Attorney of Jefferson 
county, Was put on the stand by Mr. 
Faulkner in Mr. Clark’s behalf. His 
testimony was rather startling in sev- 
eral respects. He brought Representa- 
tive Campbell, one of the attorneys for 
the prosecution, into the controversy as 
an active participant in the case, say- 
ing that Mr. Campbell had promised 
him $5000 to testify in the case against 
Mr. Clark in this prosecution. He had 
previously been a worker for Mr. Clark, 
and said that he acted in this matter 
at the instance of C,. W. Clark, playing 
the part, as the witness put it, “of a 
Whiteside on the other side.” 

Accordingly, he said, he had visited 
Mr. Campbell. After hearing his propo- 
sition to testify that several members 
of the Legislature had been, to his 
knowledge, bribed, Mr. Campbell had 
agreed to pay him the sum mentioned 
for the evidenaoe, afterward agreeing 
to double it. He said that afterward 
Mr. Campbell had told him that he 
(Lyons) would ruin him (Campbell) if 
he revealed these facts before the com- 
mittee, Put that he had never said to 
Campbell that the story he had told 
Campbell he would tell was false.

The first witness was Frank E. 
Wright, cashier of a bank at Lewiston, 
Mont. Mr. Wright was questioned con- 
cerning the accounts of State Repre- 
sentative L. C. Long and State Senator 
Hobson, the latter being president of 
his bank. He said that prior to the 
meeting of the Legislature, Long had 
owed the bank $400 and Hobson had 
owed it $22,000. Long had paid his note 
in April and Hobson paid his in May 
last, both with checks. 

The witness brought with him a 
transcript of the accounts of Hobson 
and Long, but failed to bring the de- 
posit slips in either case. The account 
transcripts were placed in evidence. 
The one in Hobson's case showed that 
in April last, a letter was received from 
the Continental National Bank of Chi- 
cago advising the Fergus County Bank 
of a credit of $25,000 in Hobson’s fa- 
vor. Hobson was then in London, but 
the witness did not think he had gone 
to London with Senator Clark. Hobson 
had never told him where he had ob- 
tained the $25,000. : 

On cross-examination, Wright said 
that Hobson was considered a wealthy 
man, worth about $300,000 or $400,000. 
He knew that he had sold mines jn 
London, but did not know whether the 
$25,000 was derived from this source. 

H. M. Watson of the Fergus County 
Argus testified to a conversation with 
Representative Long after his re‘urn to 
Lewiston from his attendance at the 
Legislature. Long had exhibited a biz 
roll of bills. The Representative had 
objected to some _ criticisms in his 
course in voting for Clark. The witness 
had said to Long: ‘Well, Charley, I 
suppose ft was simply a matter of dol- 
lars and cents with you,” to which he 
said the reply was: “Well, I hope you 
don’t consider I was a cheap guy, any 
way.”

BARD CHOSEN | 


(CONTINUED FROM FIRST PAGE.)

greeted on appearing at the hotel with 
Sarcastic remarks about their caucus, 
concerning which the wildest rumors 
were afloat. The immaculate Guy 
Barham loomed up as a rallying post 
in the mob and his sharp Democratic 
tongue did its best to further widen 
the breach in the Republican rankg., 
It was an odd sight to see him loom4 


ing up over Senator Bulla with a Mo- | 


rocco pocketbook lined with a couple 
or so of Dan's $50 greenbacks, o‘fer- 
ing to bet Bulla, “He'd never land his 
man.”’ 


The news soon spread that the Burns 
men would bolt the caucus, and crowds 
early wended their way to the Capitol. 
What was to have been a joint caucus 
opened in the Assembly chamber at 8 
o'clock. The Burns crowd was holding 
a caucus in the Supreme Court room 
and refused to attend. They sent up 
a committee of three, Dibble, Johnson 
and Shortridge, to size up the lay of 
the land while they waited below. 
Anti-Burns members present were as 
follows: Senators Boyce, Bulla, Bur- 
nett, Currier, Cutter, Davis, Flint, Gil- 
lette, Jones, Luchsinger, Maggard, 
Nutt, Rowell, Smith, Stratton and Tay- 
Senator Trout, who is counted 
as anti-Burns, was sick, and Senators 
Dickinson and Morehouse showed 
their true colors by strutting into the 
Burns corral, making Daniel's total 
vote 32. Anti-Burns Assemblymen as 
the majority caucus were Anderson, 
Atherton, Belshaw, Bliss, Blood, Boyn- 
ton, Brown, Cargill, Chynoweth, 
Clark, Clough, Conrey, Cosper, Crow- 
der, Dale, De Lancie, Dunlap, Green- 
well, Huber, Knights, Knowland, La 
Baree, Le Barron, Lardner, William 
McDonald of Alameda, who came back 
from Burns, A. M. McDonald, Melick, 
Merritt, Milice, Muenter, Radcliff, 
Raub, Raw, Robinson, Valentine and 
Works, making a total of 62, or over 
60 per cent. of the Republican strength 
in both houses. 

No great delay was allowed for the 
Burns faction to show up, but with the 
same organization as last night, Sen- 
ator Flint in the chair, a call of the 
roll was ordered. Johnson and Short- 
ridge did not answer to their names, 
but Dibbl- did. Johnson arose to ad- 
dress the chair, but Senator Flint said 
he had no official knowledge of his 
presence. Dibble said he had answered 
to his name, and would address the 
caucus. He declared that this caucus 
was not legal and binding, as it did 
not consist of sixty-one members, a 
majority of the two houses. Senator 
Stratton raised the point of order that 
Dibble was not talking to the question. 
The caucus call had said that forty- 
three votes were requisite for action. 
Chairman Flint ruled that forty-three 
votes constituted a majority of the 
eighty-five Republicans of the Legis- 
lature, and as there were fifty-two 
present, the caucus had a majority. 
This decision was greeted with a storm 
of applause that could be heard in the 
lobby. Johnson, who had been cling- 
ing to the door for several minutes, 
with a scared look on his face, shot 
into the anteroom, and was soon fol- 
lowed by Dibble, who walks lame, and 
Shortridge, who is given to closely- 
cropped hair, oratory and red neckties. 
Shortridge was so speechiess that 
when the Times correspondent asked 
him about Flint’s ruling he declared 
he had “nothing to aay.”’ Johnson was 
also dumb, for he was undoubtedly 
wondering what would become of the 
railroad vote now. 

Daniel was “up against it,”’ and when 
the members of the Assembly at last 
session, after the cartoon depicting 
him as “Grove, the Penman,” had 
caused his tears to flow, had dried 
them by presenting him a complimen- 
tary vote for Senator, he smiled and 
seemed to grow an inch taller, and 
placed a new flower in his buttonhole. 

Then, without oratory, the caucus 
proceeded to ballot, only three candi- 
dates, Bard, Grant and Barnes, being 
voted for. The caucus of the antis in 
the afternon and the bolt of the Burng 
men had settled the question and the 
nomination of Bard was assured. He 
received the votes of all but Senator 
Nutod and Assemblymen Chynoweth, 
Crowder, Dale and De Lancie, who 
voted for Grant, and of Speaker An- 
derson, who voted for Barnes, on the 
first ballot, but before the result was 
announced, all save Senator Nutt and 
Assemblyman Crowder had gone to 
Bard. These two young San Diegans 
remained steadfastly with Grant, 
though they affirmed that they would 
be guided by the action of the caucus 
and would vote for Bard next Tues- 
day. 

The ballot wae announced: Bard, 
50; Grant, 

The caucus at 9:15 o'clock adjourned 
without delay, and the outburst of en- 
thusiasm of the afternoon wae dupll- 
cated. 

The Burns faction remained behind 
closed doors, until after 10 o'clock, 
when they appeared like a funeral pro- 
cession. Dickinson and Morehouse, 
who were pressed into Mexican Dan's 
crew at the very last, went away 6o- 
gether. What was said or. done at 
thie meeting is not known outside of 
the fact that they discussed the clause 
of the cacucus call concerning the 
right of each member to vote for his 
candidate, and also to legal status of 
the majority caucus. Daniel wae pres- 
ent with his faithful, and it is said 
he advised them on knotty legal prob- 
lems and deep constitutional questions, 
whenever Dickinson got puzzled, anda 
orated to them mellifiuously when the 
silver-tongued Morehouse faltered for 
glowing language to express how de- 
lightful the situation was. Those pres- 
ent did not accomplish anything great, 
even though they did resolve to stand 
by their candidate. They adjourned to 
the call of the chair. 

There is no doubt on the part of 
the antis that their action tonight was 
perfectly legal and proper, and that it 
has forever settled the pretensions of 
Dan Burns to Senatorial honors. The

HIGH COMPLIMENT PAID THEM. 


PLANS AND PURPOSES. 

In the annual report of the Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, on the opera- 
tions of the naval militia of all the 
seaboard States, the highest compli- 
ments have just been paid to the engi- 
neer division hailing from Los Angeles. 
This organization put more men afloat 
for engine-room assignments on the oc- 
casion of the annual cruise than did 
the engineer division from San Fran- 
cisco, or from other States. This Los 
Angeles division was praised, not only 
for the high character of its personnel, 
but also for their efficiency as engi- 
neers and machinists, while taking the 
regular watch duties amid the compii- 
cated machinery of a cruising man-of- 
war under full steam. That this in- 
dorsement is appreciated will be better 
understood when it is stated that these 
men had never been to sea before, nor 
even in the engine-room of an ocean- 
going vessel. On “e : first trial run to 
test these men on the U.S.S. Badger, 
being a trip under full-power from San 
Diego to San Pedro, the speed main- 
tained far exceeded the ship’s average. 
So efficient were many of the men that 
openings were affered to several to en- 
list for service in the regular navy with 
ratings in the machinist grades as 
petty officers. 

Not only did these men thus do cred- 
itable work in the duties pertaining to 
their engine-room billet, but also made 
a record with the great guns. As en- 
gineers they were not daily trained at 
the guns as were the seamen divisions, 
but on the last days of the cruise they 
were called to the deck to show their 
skill in burning powder, instead of coal 
at the furnace mouth. They astonished 
themselves and the regular ship’s offi- 
cers by making not only the highest 
target average for the ship, but one of 
the machinists, A. C. Tallon, broke all 
the scores by making a target at every 
shot. He had never seen, much less 
fired, a piece of heavy nayal ordnance

Lieut. Frank Van Vieck of Los An- 


| geles is in command of this engineer 


division of the naval reserve, and has 
brought it toits present high standing, 
notwithstanding the organization is not 
six months old. This division has 
charge of the steam department of the 
U.8.S. Pinta at San Diego, or of any 
other vessels which may be assigned 
to the State for use in these southern 
waters. 

Gen. W. T. James of the former Gov- 
ernor’s staff is the new commanding 
officer of the entire Naval Reserve of 
California. He has just stated to Lieut. 
Van Vieck that not only might the 
Pinta be ordered to long steaming trips, 
as to San Francisco, but that as the 
Los Angeles division had proved itself 
so capable in engine-room work, that 
next summer it would have the privi- 
lege of steaming to Honolulu in a much 
larger vessel, to be provided by the 
Navy Department. The plan being to 
have the entire Naval Reserve of Cali- 
fornia on board, this being some 500 
men, and representing coast towns 
from San Diego to Eureka. No regulars 
are to be on board save a handful of 
inspecting officers to represent the 
navy; even the engine-room and fire- 
room staff to be entirely the engineer 
divisions from San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. 

The seaman division, organized also 
in Los Angeles, last summer, but mus- 
tered as part of the San Diego division, 
which took the sea cruise as members 
of that organization, has been mustered 
out vof that division, and now has an 
independent company, as a preliminary 
to being mustered into the State serv- 
ice direct. It simply awaits certain 
military preliminaries, which are, that 
it first desires to see admitted; to the 
Seventh Regiment, N.G.C.,. Capt. 
Steere’s battery of artillery, and a new 
company from either Anaheim or Santa 
Monica. Following these the division 
then has highest assurances from the 
Adjutant-General’s Department, that 
Los Angeles will be honored by an- 
other naval company. This being addi- 
tional to the Naval Engineer Corps, 
which is now a fixture in the service 
of the State. 

For the commanding officer a his 
lieutenants in this new seaman érgani- 
zation the names of some prominent 
business men, who are graduates of 
the Annapolis Naval Academy, have 
been mentioned: also others of. Dromi- 
nence, who have long been connected 
with naval reserve interests. |

BEFORE JUSTICE AUSTIN. 


SOLD MEAT AND BEER-—PETTY 
OFFENDERS FINED. | 

Joseph Ertl, a mild-mannered son of 
the Fatherland, keeps an_ establish- 
ment at the corner of Thirty-eighth 
street and Central avenue, where he 
dispenses the succulent pork chop, 
weinerwurst, and kindred delicactes to 
appreciative customers. The police of- 
ficers, however, allege that in addi- 
tion to carrying on the business of an 
honest butcher, Ertl has n for some 
time past selling liquid refreshments 
without the formality of securing a 
retail liquor license. Beer is said to 
be the principal beverage dispensed, al- 
though a small quantity of brandy and 
whisky, in addition to a keg and a 
number of bottles of beer, was found 
on the premises yesterday by Detec- 
tive Flammer. The officer arrested 
Ertl and took him before Justice Aus- 
tin. Generally, said Flammer, the de- 
fendant sold beer to a few local cus- 
tomers, but was not averse to serving 
strangers if he thought they would 
not give him away. Flammer sent a 
man to buy beer from Ert!, and he 
drank seven glasses of the beverage. 
The beer was kept and disposed of in 
a room in the rear of the meat market. 

Flammer informed the court that 
several months ago Ertl was arrested 
on a similar charge and taken before 
Justice Morgan. It was alleged in be- 
half of the defendant that Ertl and 
some of his customers were in the 
habit of purchasing beer together, 
which for the convenience of all con- 
cerned, was kept at Ertl’s place, and 
served out to them as they called for 
it. Ertl was found guilty, however, 
and Justice Morgan fined him $30. 

Yesterday Ertl pleaded guilty to the 
sharge preferred against him by 
tective Flammer in Justice Austin’s 
sourt. He offered no defense and had 
nothing to say in extenuation of his 
offense. The court imposed a fine of 
$60, and Ertl went out in charge of 
an officer to get the money. 

John Lynch, one of the hobos who 
attempted to coerce Mat Corrigan into 
furnishing “assistance” last Wednes- 
day night at the corner of First and 
Los Angeles streets, will serve twenty- 
five days in the chain gang. 

Joe Harrison will contribute his time 
to the city for the next 100 days for 
having stolen a pair of trousers and 
an overcoat and getting caught at it. 
Wednesday afternoon an overcoat was 
transferred from P. Silverstein’s place 
of business on Commercial street to 
Harrison's back, and.a few minutes 
later, in passing U. Citron’s store on 
North Main street, a pair of trousers 
stuck to his fingers. Officer George ar- 
rested him and yesterday he was sen- 
tenced on both charges. 

The case against John Richer was 
dismissed. Richer was arrested on 
January 18 on complaint of some of 
his neighbors, who charged him with 
disturbing the peace by abusing his 
wife. It developed that the woman is 
of an extremely nervous temperament, 
subject to hysterical attacks. Oftimes 
when things did not go to suit her she 
would give vent to frenzied shrieks.

VIL—THE LAW RELATING TO MAR- 
RIED WOMEN.

By the common law marriage had a 
curious effect on a woman. She al- 
most ceased legally to be. She could 
make no contracts, and her husband 
kindly relieved her of pretty nearly 
everything she had in the way of prop- 
erty.

So, too, 
in the eye of the law and in his pres- 
ence she could do no wrong, and this 
wae very delightful. She might be a 
real virago and thrash a man before 
her husband's eyes, yet in law (what a 
curious thing the law is) she Had done 
no wrong; her husband was the sinner. 
and had to suffer for it. If she could 
sue no one for any wrong done to her, 
on the other hand no one could sue 
her alone; her husband must be made 
& party in all cases. 

This legal relation was based on the 
idea that by marriage the two per- 
eons were blended into one, a kind of 
Siamese twin affair, and that) public 
policy required they should be kept as 
closely together, during all weathers 
and on all occasions, as possible. Con- 
sequently she could make no _ con- 
tracts, for if this were permitted sh 
could forthwith assert some independ-\ 
once, on which the law coldly frowned. | 
She could not even make a will and 


give away her property, still less-make,\ of’ another, 


a gift during her lifetime. In short, 
from one point of view she wae the 
nearest to zero of any living thing. 

Then equity, not law, began to have 
pity on her and come to her relief. It 
declared that, if ehe had any real es- 
tate before marriage or that if ony 
good uncle should remember her after- 
ward and give her a corner city lot 
or a farm, she might still hold it as 
her own. Her husband might be per- 
fectly willing to take it, but she could 
keep it if she wished, and make a 
contract with reference thereto that 
would be binding. Such a contract 
equity upheld as a charge on or against 
the real estate. In other words, the 
other contracting party might lend her 
money on the security of her real es- 
tate, and in the end take it if the debt 
was not paid. Her personal property, 
however, her stocks, bonds and the 
like, all went by the common law to 
him, and thus she was relieved of all 
thought of taking care of them. Pos- 
sibly the learned judges may have 
thought that by giving her such a 
unique position among the daughters 
of women they were favoring mar- 
riage, which the courts, whatever 
others may think, have always re- 
garded as desirable for the well-being 
of society. 

As the trembling steps of equity in 
favor of married women did not result 
in the overthrow of the happiness of 
the family, but rather tended to 
strengthen it, the’ Legislatures grad- 
ually began*to set aside the common 
law and permit married women to keep 
their property and to make contracts 
in relation thereto. Before giving the 
more important of these changes it 
may be noted that by common law 
when a wife’s husband left the coun- 
try or permanently abandoned her she 
had almost the same rights as an un- 
married woman. Again, if he were 
civilly dead, for example, if he were 
banished, outlawed or imprisoned for 
life (which many doubtless regard as 
an uncivil death.) his wife could sue 
and be sued and make contracts just 
as she could before this strangely civil 
thing had happened to him. But the 
insanity of a husband has never en-- 
dowed her with similar freedom. 

It may also be stated that, while the 
happy effect of marriage often is, and 
rightly, too, to add somewhat to the 
dignity and importance of the parties 
in society, it has not the magical ef-

the judges of the olden time that euch

Another change in the law affects 
the married woman's right to engage 
in business. So long as she could 
make no contracts of course she could 
not be the active party in any busi- 
ness. The only way she could then act 
was through her husband. If a woman 
wished to conduct a millinery store her 
husband, however worthless he might 
be, was the only agency through whom 
she could act. In many cases she 
into business because of his inability 
or unwillingness to support her, or per- 
haps support himself. And yet she was 
obliged to act through him. Pennsyl- 
vania was one of the first States to 
Start the new movement by enacting 
that a married woman could engage in 
business and make binding contracts 
while her husband was. at sea. From 
this mustard seed has grown up the 
law around this subject. Today, al- 
most everywhere, she can engage in 
business and make contracts with as 
much freedom as an unmarried woman, 


One limitation on her power relates to_

The reason 
given for this rule is that a married 
woman cannot sue alone, and therefore 
her right to collect the note is not per- 
fect as long as gehe is: a married 
woman.

The wide departure in the law with 
respect to the legal righte and Mabil.

Naturally 
enough the law has gone so far in per- 
mitting a married woman to keep her 
property and make contracts that ¢he 
sorrowing husband may have thought:

should keep him from‘interfering. The

It is a foregone conclusion that when- 
ever the Legislature of California gets 
together, whether in regular or in ex- 
traordinary session, an unlimited 
cmount of asininity will be cxploited, in 
cne way and another.

The resolution recites that “the State 
of California . . . hereby cxpresses 
its sympathy with the Tramsvaal rs- 
peblic and the Orange Free State in 
their contest with Great Britain for lib- 
erty and independence, ard the per- 
petuity cf their free institutions; that 
our Senator in Congress be instructed 
and our Reprosentatives therein  re- 
quested, to respectfully urge upon the 
United States the 
propriety of his offering his good offices 
in mediating the causes of difference be- 
tween the belligereats, and in endeavor- 
ing to bring about a cessation of hos- 
tilities,” etc., etc. 

This resolution was referred to the 
Judiciary Committee. It is to be hoped 
that it will be allowed to slumber in 
the archives of that committee, undis- 
turbed, until the sounding of the resur- 
rection trump. The Boers are not fight- 
ing for “the perpetuity of their . free 
institutions,” for their institutions are 
not free. On the contrary, their in- 
stitutions are founded upon the prin- 
ciples of medieval despotism and _ re- 
ligious intolerance. The English gov- 
ernment, although in name a limited 
monarchy, is in all essential respects a | 
republic, and in all respects conforms 
more nearly to republican ideals than 
does the oligarchy which Kruger has 
set up in South Africa. 

The English forces are fighting the 
real battle of freedom in South Africa, 


tive body, or for any public official, in 
the United States, to take action on one 
side or the other in the existing con- 
flict, the dictates of consistency and 
common sense would require that such 
action should be taken in support of the 
contest for freedom and human rights 
that the British forces are waging in 
the Transvaal.

‘FEAR IN TURKEY 
OF A CHRISTIAN MASSACRE. 


TURKS SAID TO BE PLANNING 
HORRIBLE WORK. 


oe 


Only Waiting a Favorable Oppor- 
tunity to Repeat the Crimes of 
Several Years;Ago—Turks Said to_ 
Openly Threaten Armenians in Mar- 
ket Places—Sensational Disclosures. 


{A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Fears have 
been repeatedly expressed during the 
past three months that the Turks are 
planning another. general massacre of 
the Christians in the interior of Tur- 
key. The Kurds, particularly in Kurdli- 
stan, are much excited, and it needs 
only a spark to start them upon their 
awful work. | 

The World has information which in- 
dicates that at Mardin, Bitlis, Diar- 
bekr and Harpoot, the princfpal cities 
of Central and Eastern Turkey, the 
Mussulmans are only waiting a favor- 
able opportunity to repeat their hor- 
rible work of rapine and murder of the 
fall of 1895 and the spring of 1896. 

At that time, it will be remembered, 
viNage after village of unprotected 
and innocent Armenians were wiped 
out of existence because the inhabi- 
tants would not renounce Christianity 
and bow down to Islam. 

At Harpoot the Armenians live in 
@ constant state of terror, and this is 
true of many of the other cities in 
Asiatic Turkey. The Turk threatens 
the Armenians openly in the market 
place, and tell them they have but a 
short time to live. A letter written by 
the World correspondent at Trebizonde, 
a@ seaport town on the Black Sea, dated 
December 31, says: 

“There is much talk among the Turks 
throughout Asiatic Turkey to the effect 
that Armenians were conspiring 
against them. The former are planning 
what they will do when such an exi- 
gency arises. Of course, the talk of the 
Armenians revolting is all bosh, for 
they are completely crushed. But this 
is just the kind of talk that the Turks 
indulged in previous to the massacre of 


“Two weeks ago there was a good 
deal of fear and anxiety at Mardin. It 


was understood that a massacre of the | 


Armenians by the Turks was very care- 
fully planned. Every Armenian was to 
ave been killed and all his property 
confiscated by the government. Provi- 
dentially a telegram came from Con- 
stantinople in time to stop it. Large 
patrols were sent out at night by the 
military governor and the soldiers were 
ordered to sleep with thelr arms by 
their sides. The Armenians wondered 
at the patrols, but only learned of 
their danger after the crisis seemed 
past, for the time. 

“T learn that at Harpoot, too, a mas- 
sacre had been planned. A friendly 
Turk told an Armenian that the Mus- 
sulmans were waiting for an outbreak 
somewhere as an excuse for another 
raid on the Christians. The unruly 
Turks have very little fear of the gov- 
ernment, while it is not at all certain 
that the government does not wish an- 
other outbreak. The local government 
is very slack. 

“Leading men have told me that they 
were sure there was to another 
reign of terror. The Turks had decided 
that no Christian males should be 
spared this time, but the women were 
to be reserved for a fate worse than 
death.”’ 


CAMPAIGN OPENER. 


BRYAN'S TOUR THROUGH NEW 
ENGLAND 80 REGARDED. 
fA. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.} 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—A special to 
the World from Concord, N. H., says 
that at an informal conference held 
in Portland between Bryan and his 
prominent supporters, it was decided 
that his eastern trip had proved a 
great success, and it was resolved that 
the trip should be considered as open- 
ing the great campaign of 1900. Among 
those who helped to arrive at this con- 
clusion were Bryan, ex-Gov. Altgeld, 
Congressman Lentz of Ohio, Col, 
Drinkwater and Col. Charles D. Lewis 
of Massachusetts; True L. Morris, 
member of the National Committee 
from New Hampshire; Henry D.° Me- 
Clellan, a prominent Democrat of Bel- 
fast, Me.; Frederick W. Plaisted of 
Augusta, son of ex-Gov. Plaisted, and 
members of the State committees of 
Maine, Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire. 

The campaigning will be renewed 
immediately in the Western and North- 
western States. As soon as Bryan 
ends his present eastern trip in New 
Jersey next week, he will start for 
Texas and rejoin his wife and chil- 
dren. He will rest for a few weeks 
and will be ready for the national bat- 
tle. 
Altgeld, in carrying out the plans 
agreed upon, left Bryan's party, and 
will proceed to Chicago, If there be 
no change in the programme, he will 
open the fight in the Northwest within 
ten days.

WE CAN'T WITHDRAW 


DUTY BIDS US REMAIN IN THE 
PHILIPPINES. 

No Escape from Our Responsibility to 
the Filipinos and to Mankind for 
the Government of the 
Archipelago. 


Filipinos Wholly Unprepared for the 
Boon of Independence—If Given to | 
Them They Could not 
- Maintain It. 


Report of the Philippine Commission 
Recommends a Territorial Form of 
| Government With Local 
Home Rule. . 


P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The report 
of the Philippine Commission which 
was transmitted to Congress today by 


the President, reaches the following 
conclusions: 
“(1.) The United States cannot 


withdraw from the Philippines. We 
are there and duty bids us remain. 
There is no escape from our responsi- 
bility to the Filipinos and to mankind 
for the government of the archipelago 
and the amelioration of the condition 
of its inhabitants. 

“(2.) The Filipines are wholly un- 
prepared for independence, and if in- 
dependence were given to them they 
could not maintain it.” 

Under the third head is included a 
copy of Admiral Dewey’s letter to Sen- 
ator Lodge which was read in the Sen- 
ate the other day, denying Aguinaldo’s 
claim that he was promised inde- 
pendence. 

“(4.) There being no Filipino nation, 
but only a collection of different peo- 

les, there is no general public opin- 
on in the archipelago; but the men 
of property and education, who alone 
interest themselves in public affairs, 
in general recognize as indispensable 
authoriiy, guidance and protection. 

“(5.) Congress should, at the earliest 
practicable time provide for the Phil- 

ommen , Or another uall 
eral and beneficent. ss —— 

“(6.) Pending any action on the part 
of the Congress, the commission rec- 
ommends that the President put in 
this scheme of civil govern- 

e n suc arts of th 
as are f the archipelago 
Philippines permit, public education 
should be promptly established, and 
when established made free to all. 

‘(8.) The greatest care should be 
waken in the sélection of Officials for 
administration. They should be men of 
the highest character and fitness and

€ commissioners are unable to 
any means of assimilating the tari 
of the Philippines with that of the 
United States, saying that the differ- 
ences are fundamental and irreconci!- 
able, and that so long as the existing 
chasm remains between the economic 
and social conditions of the Philip- 
pines and those of the United States, 
so long it remains impracticable to 
identify their tariff. They therefore 
that the present at 
east no attempt made to readj 
the tariff to our basis. _ 

From the outset, however, the com- 
mission believes it safe and desirable 
to extend to the Filipinos larger lib- 
erty of self-government than Jefferson 
approved of for the inhabitants of 
Louisiana, assuming that in the Sulu 
archipelago and such portions of the 
other islands as are occupied by 
tribes of Indians, the government will 
be conducted through the agency of 
their sultans or chiefs. . 

The commission believes the people 
of the remainder of the islands should 
be permitted to elect at least members 
of the lower branch of the Territorial 
Legislature, and that at least half of 
the members of the upper house should 
be appointed by the President. With 
such safeguards in American hands 
and a qualified veto power for the 
Governor-General, including the right 
to suspend the law for a year, even 
after its passage by a vote of two- 
thirds of the Legislature over his veto, 
this plan of government, which is on 
the lines of the constitution prepared 
for the commission by those Filipinos 
who sought to adjust the claims of 
the insurgent leaders to the rights of 
American sovereignty would probably 
be adequate for the purpose of good 
government. This is especially true, 
the commission says, since Congress 
may, and should, retain the right to 
yeto Territorial legislation. Nearly all 
the offices will, under this form of 
government, be filled by Filipinos 
themselves, and the merit system 
must be adopted and lived up to. 

The patronage or spoils system, the 
commission says, would prove fatal to 
— government in the Philippines. 

he commission suggests that a civil 
service board to ascertain by com- 
petitive examination of a_ practical 
character the qualifications of Filipinos 
seeking office should be instituted, and 
that there should be promotions for 
merit and tenure during efficiency and 
good behavior. The small number of 
American officials needed would in- 
clude in the first group, Governor, 
Secretary, Attorney-General, court 
judges, and other officials of the Ter- 
ritorilal government, and in the secoryl 
group, heads of postal, customs and 
other departments. The officers of the 
first group should be appointed by the 
President, and of the second trans- 
ferred from the home service. In 


neither case should there be examina- 
ition. 


The commission cites the case of 
British India, with an area of 1,500, 
square miles, and a population o 
300,000,000, where the executive and 
judicial work is performed by a 
thousand British officers, to shew that 
only a small number of Americans 
would be needed as the directing brain 
of the civil administration. 

The commission, while not under- 
rating the difficulty of governing the 
Philippines, is disposed to believe the 
task easier than is generally sup- 
posed. The Filipinos, they say, are 
of unusually promising material, pos- 
sessing admirable personal and domes- 
tic virtues, and being naturally peace- 
ful, docile and deferential to con- 
stituted authority, The educated 
among them, though constituting 4 
minority, they say. are far more gen- 
ereus than generally supposed, and the 
commission bears strong testimony t 
the high range of intelligence and s.- 
cial refinements. These picked Fili- 
ninos will be of infinite value to the 
United States in the work of estab- 
lishing and maintaining eivil govern- 
ment throughout the archpelago.

POSTMASTER«GENERAL SMITH 
ON HOME DEVELOPMENT. 
[A. P. EARLY AM. REPORT.} 

BALTIMORE, Feb. 2.—Postmaster- 
General Charlies Emory Smith was the 
principal speaker at the Merchants’ 
and Manufac-ure:s' Association banquet 
last night.

STREET-OPENING LAW. 


A DECISION EXPECTED FROM THE 
SUPREME COURT. 


Many Proposed Improvements Af- 
fected—New High Street Opening 
Matter—Skeleton Electric Signs. 
Repaving Second Street—Danger- 
ous Crossing on Main Street. - 


| decision of the Supreme Court 
of the State with reference to the 


 @treet opening and widening law is 


awaited with considerable impatience 
by the city officials. Meantime the open- 
ing and widening of streets throughout 
the city has come to a standstill, as 
the Council is unwilling to proceed in 
such matters until the rights of the 
eity and the proper mode of procedure 
are clearly defined. The matter was 
brought to the attention of the Supreme 


*™ @ourt in the case of Byrne vs. the city 


of Los Angeles, over the opening of 
an alley in the block bounded by Fifth, 
Sixth. Broadway and Hill streets, and 
was submitted to the court on October 
ii, 1899. A rule of the Supreme Court 
of this State provides that all cases 
submitted shall be decided within 
ninety days, and consequently the City 
Attorney has been expecting some word 
since January 11. So important is the 
matter considered that the City Attor- 
mney has made arrangements for advice 
regarding the decision by telegraph. 

At the last session of the Council a 
number of petitions and protests re- 
garding street opening and widening 
Were set for hearing on April 30, so 
as to allow plenty of time for the de- 
cision from the court to reach the city. 
A number of petitions asking the open- 
ime and widening of streets have been 

ed and referred to the Board of 

Diic Works, where they will be pig- 
eon-holed until the court decides in 
what manner the city may proceed to 
eondenmim property. and to force the 
opening and widening of streets.

The amendment is 
contained in the added words ‘except 
im municipal affairs,” and thatis the 
basis of the case now before the 
court. 

The city charter contains a complete 
scheme for the opening and widening 
of streets ahd alleys within the city, 
and it ie claimed by the plaintiffs that 
the charter provisions control, instead 
of the provisions of the act of 1889, on 
the ground that the widening of streets 
municipal affair.

PARK POLITICS. 
BUBBLING OVER A FOREMAN. 
The Finance Committee of the Coun- 

cil now has before it a proposed amend- 
ment to the ordinance providing for the 
park force in Eastiake Park. Under the 
existing ordinance two foremen are em- 
ployed in the park to supervise tweive 
men. Some time ago a quarrel arose 
between the two foremen, and the mat- 
ter was brought to the attention of 
the Park Commission. After a long 
discussion it was decided to recommend 
to the Council that the ordinance be 
changed, and only one foreman em- 
ployed at the park. Incidentally a long 
discussion was indulged in by the mem- 
bers of the board regarding the rela- 
tive merits of the two men employed. 
The majority of the board wished to 
reduce Frank M. McDaniels, one of 
the foremen employed, to the force, and 
to leave Foreman D. R. Woods in full 
charge. This question has never been 
definitely settled, and the political pot 
is boiling hard over the matter. 

It is probable that the Finance Com- 
mittee will consider the recommenda- 
tion of the board at the regular session 
this morning. Yesterday Commissioner 
White, who is very anxious to have 
McDaniels retained in his present po- 
sition, held an informal conference 
with two members of the Finance 
Committee. When the matter was 
brought before the commission, Mr. 
White appeared very much incensed 
that he had not been consulted before- 
hand. He insisted that McDaniels 
should not be reduced to the ranks, as 
was proposed by the other commission. 
ers, and at his request McDaniels was 
made ‘“‘working’’ foreman under Woods 
until further orders. 

It seems almost impossible for the 
Park Commission to carry out any re- 
forms that look to changes or reduc- 
tions in the force. Some time ago an 
attempt was made to reduce the force 
from seventy-three to fifty-six men, 
and to put those retained on full pay 
instead of the three-fourths time ar- 
rangement now in force. No sooner 
had this decision been announced than 
the Councilmen stampeded to get their 
particular favorites under cover, and 
the pressure applied was so great that 
the commission had to rescind their 
action at the next meeting and retain 
the entire force of men. All the com- 
missioners expressed themselves of the 
opinion that the smaller force on the 
full time basis would be better for 
the parks, but when it came to carry- 
ing out the plan it was found that the 

d had bitten off more than it could 
chew, and the curtailment of the force 
was abandoned. This month the pay 
roll shows seventy-six men employed, 
three more than were reported at the | 
time the change was poposed. 

Severe criticisms have been passed 
on the board for retiring under fire, 
and stronger aspersions have been cast 
upon Councilmen for attempting to 
make the park force a pot pourri for 
the payment of political debts instead 
of trying to raise it to the highest point 
of excellence and efficiency. It is ap- 
parent that a strong fight is being made 
to prevent the Council from adopting 
the amendment proposed by the board 
reducing the number of foremen in the 
park, and further action in the matter 
watched with considerable in-

Finding Sea Shells. 


Deputy Hamlin in the City Engi- 
neer’s office, has a unique specimen 
of sea shells dug from the Third-street 
tunnel. The shells are very similar 
to those extracted from the oil sand 
found in the wells in the oil district. 
They are white, thin and brittle and 
are found imbedded in closely packed 
sand, resembling in many respects 
moist sea sand. It is generally thought. 
that the presence of these shells bears 
out the theory of the oil men that this 
was once the bed of the ocean, and 
that the so-called anticlinal fold was 
the beach into which the petroleum 
caused by the decay of animal and 
vegetable matter during a long series 
of years has settled. Deputy Hamlin 
believes that as the tunnel penetrates 
farther into the hill many specimens of 
gea shells will be found.

{AT THE COURTHOUSE.] 
FOUR CHILDREN AT LAW. 


THEIR FATHER MET DEATH IN 
THE TUNNEL ACCIDENT. 


Big Damage Suit Instituted Against 
Swensen & Hill, Contractors of the 
Third-street Tunnel, by the Minor 

“Heirs of John Vicentini, a Laborer, 
Killed by the Recent Cave-in. 


_ The Third-street tunnel accident of 
two weeks ago tomorrow, has borne 
its first damage suit. As a result of 
a tremendous slide of earth, a serious 
cave-in occurred, and twelve men were 
buried alive. Two of them died from 
their injuries. One of the unfortunates 
whose lives were cut off, was John 
Vicentini, an Italian laborer, who left 
four minor children. 

Action was commenced yesterday by 
Louis, Joseph, Angelo and Baptista 
Vicentini, through Spirito Bodrero, 
their guardian, for the purposes of this 
lawsuit, against Swensen & Hill, for 
damages in the sum of $15,000. De- 
fendants are the contractors who are 
engaged in the construction of the 
Third-street tunnel, which, when com- 
pleted, will constitute a continuation 
of Third street from Hill to Hope 
street. 

The fatal cave-in occurred on Jan- 
uary 21. Vicentini was working in 
the tunnel with a pick and shovel, 
when the great mass of earth and 
timbers fell on him, burying him alive 
and so crushing him that he died from 
his injuries on the following day. 

The bill of complaint filed.in the 
damage suit yesterday avers that 
Vicentini met death from the cave-in 
through the neglect and failure of de- 
fendants to exercise ordinary care to 
provide a reasonably safe place for him 
to work in—to furnish which piace of 
reasonable safety, it is alleged, was a 
positive duty, owing from defendants 
to the deceased. 

Another oause alleged, was because 
defendants, in violation of their duty 
to furnish Vicentini with a safe place 
in which to work, negligently and 
carelessly failed to brace properly or 
timber the tunnel at the point where

the earth fell from the roof of it; and, 
furthermore, because the defendants, 
had they exercised ordinary care and 
diligence, should have known and ap- 
prehended the dangerous character of 
the place where the earth fell, and 
in respect whereof they should have 
taken measures for the protection of 
Vicentini, commensurate with the dan- 
ger to which he was exposed. 

Vicentini’s children are 15, 10, 6 and 
4 years of age, respectively, and by 
the death of their father, through the 
alleged carelessness and negligence of 
the contractors, they have been de- 
prived of the care, comfort, society, 
protection and support of their parent, 
and of the education owing to them 
from him. Damages in $15,000 are 
therefore prayed for. The children’s 
attorneys’ are Frank F. Davis, Esq., 
and W. C. Petchner, Esq.

Rosenberger of Pasadena came up in 
-the Probate Court yesterday, only to 
be postponed two weeks. Dr. Rosen- 
berger died at his elegant Pasadena 
home about two months ago, leaving 
an estate valued at nearly $25,000. He 
was past 70 years of age, and surviv- 
ing him he left a widow under 35. 
When he executed his will, several 
years ago, he deliberately left his 
young wife out of it, and made refer- 
ence to a certain antenupttal agree- 
ment, whereby Mrs. Rosenberger was 
to receive upon his death the sum of 
$2000, and waive all other claims that 
she might imagine she had against 
the estate. 

Sometime before he died, more- 
over, the doctor took pains to attach 
to his will an olographic codicil, in 
which he oe stated that it was 
his sole wish to have his executors 
enforce the terms of the antenuptial 
agreement—even to the letter. With 
the exception of the $2000 thus disposed 
of. his entire property was bequeathed 
to his children by a former marriage— 
a son, living in Pasadena, and a son 
and a daughter, living in Philadelphia. 

About three weeks ago, Mrs. Rosen- 
berger filed a protest against the pro- 
bate of the will, alleging that the will 
made no provision for her at all, and 
that the icil was not wholly writ- 
ten by the testator. Now, however, 
she amends her protest to make it 
more vigorous, and point-blankly de- 
nies that she ever signed any ante- 
nuptial agreement at all. Her name 
now is Ursula C. Rosenberger; the 
name signed to the agreement as the 
party of the second part is Ursula C. 
Shaver. The signatures look as if they 
had been written by the same hand. 

The estate was the separate prop- 
erty of the deceased; he had acquired 
nose of it since his last marriage. 


UNDELIVERED TREES. 
CAUSE OF A DAMAGE SUIT. 

S. L. Watkins of Folsom has been 
made defendant in a suit begun yes- 
terday by Richman & Mills, a Ful- 
lerton nursery firm, who demand judg- 
ment against Watkins in the sum of 
$5572.50, their damages alleged to have 
been sustained by reason of the non- 
delivery of certain deciduous trees. 

It is alleged that during last Sep- 
tember, Q@ctober, November and De- 
cember, the defendant sold plaintiffs 
33.009 trees—apricot, peach al- 
mond—of the aggregate value of $2367.50. 
Of the amount, plaintiffs paid down 
$130—balance in sixty days. The time 
for delivery is alleged to have been 
not later than February 1, but the de- 
fendant has failed, it is averred, to 
hold up his end of the contract. As a 
result plaintiffs state that they have 
lost profits and sustained damagijf* 
amounting to $5572.50. For this amount 
judgment of the court is now asked, 
as well as for the further sum of $130 
advanced for the trees.

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


UNCLE COLLIS IS DOING THE BEST 
HE CAN. 


The Work of Closing the Gap on 
the Coast Line is Retarded by the 
Saloons That Absorb the Wages 
and the Time of Laborers on the 
Railroad. 


SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 2.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] For several years 
past Edward Ivison of this city has 
kept up a running correspondence with 
Cc. P. Huntington relative to the clos- 
ing of the Surf-Ellwood “gap.” A 
short time ago he wrote to Mr. Hunt- 
ington asking for a definite date for 
the completion of the road. He also 
stated complaints concerning ‘‘cor- 
morant,” or wild-cat saloons along the 
“gap,” and complaints by workmen 
that they were not well enough paid. 
Huntington replies as follows, writing 
from New York: 

“Edward Ivison, Santa Barbara, Cal. 
My Dear Sir: Yours of the 15th is 
received and I note your inquiries as 
to when the Coast line will be com- 
pleted. It is difficult for me to say at 
this time just when the ‘gap’ will be 
closed, but I am doing all I can, and I 
believe my people in California are to 
complete it. Labor is difficult to get, 
although I have no doubt there is 
pienty of unemployed labor. The trou- 
ble, I think, is that there are so many 
oo who do not want to do any- 
thing, preferring to trust in God or 
the charity of men to furnish them 
what they need to eat and drink, with- 
out working for it. I notice in one of 
your California papers that, after sup- 
lying all the schools of the State, they 
d a thousand teachers over, who, I 
suppose, will have to wait for another 
year to go around before they can get 
employment, 

“Possibly our contractors have made 
some mistake and charged the _ sub- 
too much for commissary 
stores; and if they have I certainly 
regret it. But it is a thing I could not 
control. You say some of the laboring 
men complain that they paid $5.25 a 
week for their board and got only $1.75 
a day for work. The board may be 
high, and probably it wae, but why 
didn’t they associate together in messes 
nd hire a cook and board themselves 

think this could have been well done 
or about 25 cents a day. 

“As for the drinking saloons along 
the line, they may have done some 
harm; no doubt they did. I have no 

oubt it would have taken three or 
our, maybe five years longer to bulld 
he Central Pacific Railroad if we had 

llowed drinking saloons on the 
und, than it did, but we took the 
atter in hand ourselves and did not 
llow any dreadfalis along the line. 
about the work had reached the Yuba, 


bout twenty-five miles above Dutch 
lat, we then took the control and 
drove all that class of people away, and 
ere not disturbed between there and 
salt Lake; but before that these insti- 
tutions followed us and we could nob
